include their green hides, in the State of Illinois, or which
may be brought into the State, that are hereby defined as
fol |l ows:

It shall be unlawful for any person at any tine to take,
possess, sell, or offer for sale, any of these wild birds
(dead or alive) and parts of wld birds (including their
nests and eggs), wld nmmmals (dead or alive) and parts of
wld mmmuals, including their green hides contrary to the
provisions of this Act. However, nothing in this Act shal
prohi bit bona-fide public or state scientific, educational or
zool ogi cal institutions from receiving, hol di ng and

displaying wildlife specinens that were salvaged or legally

obt ai ned.

It shall be wunlawful for any person to bring into the
State of Illinois for the purpose of holding, releasing,
propagating or selling any other living wld animl not

covered by this Act without first obtaining a permt fromthe
Director. The permt shall be granted only upon satisfactory
proof that the specific animals intended to be inported are
free of communi cabl e disease at the tinme of inportation, wll
not becone a nuisance, and wll not cause damage to any
existing wwld or donestic species. Application for this
permt shall be filed with the Director not |ess than 30 days

i n advance of the proposed date of inportation. The D rector
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may incorporate in the permt any restrictions as he may deem
appropri ate. These provisions shall not apply to any ani nal
inported into this State for the purpose of being confined
and exhibited in any zoo or other public display of animals
nor to any other animals or groups of animals that the
Department of Natural Resources may exenpt by adm nistrative
rul e.

It shall be unlawful for any person to take any other
living wld animal not covered by this Act wthout the
perm ssion of the | andowner or tenant.

Sec. 2. 33b. Unl awf ul controlled Kkilling of exotic

(a) As used in this Section:

"Captivity" nmeans the state of being held under control,

tied, caged, penned, or otherwi se restrained fromengaging in

nor mal novenent.

"Exotic nmanmal " nmeans any of the foll ow ng:

(1) lion, tiger, ocelot, cougar, |leopard, cheetah,

or_jaguar;

(2) axis deer, barsingha, fallow deer, red deer, or

(3) angora goat, catalina goat, pyany goat, ibex,

(4) barbados sheep, corsi can sheep, aoudad,

moufl on, or four-horn sheep:

(5) addax, sable antelope, bl ackbuck, bl esbok,

eland, grant's gazelle, dama gazell e, thonpson's gazell e,

gensbok, gnu, inmpala, kudu, nilgai, scinmtar-horned oryx,

bei sa oryx, sitatunga, springbuck, or waterbuck: or

(6) hyena, bear, lesser panda, binturong, wolf,

ape, el ephant, rhinoceros, or grant's zebra.
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(b) No person may know ngly engage in, sponsor,
instigate, assist, or profit fromthe killing or woundi ng (or
attenpted killing or wounding) of an exotic mammal for the

pur pose of sport, anusenent, attainment or production of a

trophy, or collection of a prize, if the exotic mannal is:

(1) tied, staked, <caged, penned, or otherw se

restrained fromengaging in nornal novenment:; or

(2) released fromconfinement or captivity for the

pur pose of being killed or wounded.

(c) No person may knowi ngly purchase or sell any exotic

mammal , or any part of an exotic mammal, killed or wounded in

viol ati on of subsection (b).

(d) A person who violates subsection (b) or (c) is

quilty of a business offense and subject to a fine of not

| ess than $500 and not nore than the greater of $5,000 or

twice the amobunt of the financial gain realized by the person

fromthe conm ssion of the violation.

(e) This Section does not apply to trapping activities

as otherwise permitted by Illinois | aw

(f) This Section does not restrict the authority of

units of local governnent to requlate the possessi on of

exotic mamrmuals in a nanner consistent with this Section.

(g) This Section does not apply to a peace officer or

other enployee of a unit of local governnent or the State,

nor to a person acting at the direction of such an officer or

enpl oyee, who, while acting in an official capacity or at the

direction of such an officer or enployee acting in an

official capacity, injures or kKills an exotic mammal that the

officer or enployee reasonably believes to present, under the

existing circunstances, the possibility of danger to the

public. A person described in this subsection is i mune from

crimnal or civil liability for causing infjury or death to

the exotic mammal .

(h) This Secti on does not apply to a |licensed
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veterinarian or an enployee of a sanctuary exenpt from

federal taxation under Section 501(c)(3) of the Internal

Revenue Code of 1986 or of a facility accredited by the

Associ ati on of Zoos and Aquariuns who, while in the course of

such enploynent, hunanely euthanizes an exotic mammual to

termnate the suffering of that exotic nmammal due to illness
or injury. A person described in this subsection is inmune
fromcrimnal or civil liability for causing injury or death

to the exotic nmanmmal . ".
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
